Executive Order ar tirely new. Much has been accomplished 
in the past in the way of DCIDs and organizational structure of the 
Security Committee which meet the needs of the Executive Order, 
such as:

(b) Section 4(d)(viii), Executive Order 11905: Establish 
a vigorous program to downgrade and declas sify foreign intelligence 
information as appropriate and consistent with Executive Order 11652,

-~ Working Group considering unauthorized disclosures 
problem and developing recommendations to combat these, 


-~ Declassification Guidelines are now in the ICRC for 
coordination, 


~- Community-Wide, Computer-Assisted Compartmentation 
Control System (40s), 


-~ Computer Threat Assessment, 
~- Optical and TV Threat Assessments, 


-- Interagency Telephone Laboratory, with FBI requested 
to be the Executive Agent, 


(c) Section 4(d)(x), Executive Order 11905, requires the 
establishment for the community of common security standards for 
managing and handling foreign intelligence systems, information 
and products and for granting access thereto. Action underway: 


-- Working Group on procedures of control and 
dissemination of compartmented information, 


(d) Section 7(a), Executive Order 11905, requires that 
in order to improve the protection of sources and methods of 
intelligence, all members of the Executive Branch and its 
contractors given access to information containing sources or 
methods information shall sign a nondisclosure agreement as a 
condition of access. 


-~ The Security Committee has completed action on a 
proposed DCID setting forth the scope and requirements of such 
agreements for implementation by the community. This DCID has 
been forwarded to the DCI for signature. 


(e) Section 7(d), Executive Order 11905, requires that 
further pursuit of the need to provide protection for other significant 
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areas of intelligence, the Director of Central Intelligence is authorized 
to promulgate rules and regulations to expand the scope of agreements 
secured from those persons who, as an aspect of their relationship 
with the United States Government, have access to classified 
intelligence material. 


-- The Security Committee has constituted a working 
group which is considering the scope of agreements secured from 
persons having access to classified intelligence information. This 
working group has completed its work on Section 7(a) above, and is 
continuing to consider 7(d), 


-- It should also be pointed out that Dr. Proctor's group 
is also actively engaged in establishing methods of control and 
dissemination of intelligence materials as well as the declassification 
of these materials, 
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
